If ilia personal involvement was not oloar to the no rubers prior to the writing 
of tho A aport they would have had to have liad little to do with him or bo douse 
and insensitive# # 

Unless whet I can t conceive atqbo posaicle, della ignored what he would regard 
as the possibilities delivered to him by the irrationalities only initiated by 
Dick Gregory. 

There appears to be no reason for **olin to draft the part of tho deport dealing 
with foreign assaaainatioos# & has no special knowledge of them# 

tfhat "raw investigative files” could there be dealing with foreign assassi- 
nations'? Besides testimony und news reports, how many nour-Cla sources coiud there 
be on this? I think reference is to the FBI* a and commisaian staff work on the 
nutty stuff. If so, tnen added dangers arc prononted# Sophisticated ‘‘ember of 
Congress and soiaeof the press would understand this was not really part of any 
proper Gonuis^don function and would interpret it as a ^lin/i’ord misuse of the 
ootnacLsaion and public funds for personal and political reasons# I would also ex- 
pect the White House ataff to spot this# whether or not hesoen was cued in# 1 
think it probable that lin'd have been excluded by a ppecial "need to know" 
interpretation that would be closer to w^at tho spooks call detachment# If he aid 
not know he could neither respond nor volunteer# Khat mistakes he'd make could be 
anticipated to aican lees trouble than those lie did, which could also be expected# 
Those ho did make, while embarrassing, arc lesa so than disclosure of .Delin' a 
probable irrationality and its political thrust# 

There remains the possibility that with tha Church committee to continue for 
some time there was concern aoout an inadequate Rockefeller Report. I donot believe 
this concern would predominate or that it was the deciding factor in the withholding# 
It is easily explain e d as inevitable In a rush job the main purpose of which was 
to give the President as fast as understanding as possible# tt is cohered by the lact 
that in time he would have all that the committee ana perhaps other developed# 
Moreover, there was ir^ediato political benefit frou prompt reloaoe of the 
fee port, no matter how inadequate it -light be on the CIA in gneral. It would have 
relieved pressures, given time and relief to the executive agencies and tho to hi to 
House and its inadwquaciea could be explained in terms of time pressures and the 
expected aided results to come frees longer investigations# 

The Rockefeller/Coimcis.sion/Ford record indicates this would not be the decisive 
consideration. The political and angled leaks were extensive, dishonest and did 
succeed in their propaganda intent# They cannot be nullified, tfo flaw in the Report 
could have the effect of undoing this political accompli ahxerrt# Sxccot in this one 
area, ^here the effect would be other than to diminish that rnisueo# would be to 
bring criticism on Ford and his honchos in their political ad venture 3 in the guise 
of a coiatoisaioa inquiry# 

Last night Dan 3chorr reported tnat there was an impassioned fight by -*elin 
and that he lost# Schorr could not have made this up# (Bslin is rore iisponnihlo 
than Foret, Hockef oiler, etc#) One of thd possible interpretations is that 3 one one 
Is pr paring for confrontation with the reality as I project it, the misuse of * 
power and authority with regard to the JFK assassination and the overt anti-Kennndjt 
campaign with regard to foreign plots.
